This liniment thus ocmpleted is a 
strong efficacious ore to rub on the 
skin and so ciean and fragrant that 
even the most fastidious would not 
hesitate to use it,—New York Tele- 
gram.

Hans Garbus, a German farmer 
of Iowa, has discovered that the 
benefits which appear on the 
surface as attracing to the mail 
order plan sometimes spell dis- 
aster and has written a very 
interesting story of his views in 
a certian farm paper. Here is 
a part of his story: 

“We farmers need awakenig to 
the fact that we have unmis- 
takably reached the period 
where we must think and plan. 
Tam one of the slow German 
farmers that had to be show, 
andIlam now giving my ex- 
perience that others may profit, 
forknowledgeis more expensive 
now than ten years ayo, 

Twenty-nine years ago I had 
an old team and $50, Our fur- 
niture was mostly homemade 
chairs, cupboard and lounge 
made from dry goods boxes, 
neatly covered with ten-cent 
cretonne by my girl wife. We 
rented eight acres. Being a 
boy of good habits, I got all 
needed machinery and groceries 
of our home merchants on 
credit, untill fall crops were 
sold. The first year was a wet 
season and I did not make 
enough to pay creditors. I 
went to each ondateof promise 
andexplained conditions, paying 
as much as posible, and they all 
carried the balance over an- 
other year. They continued to 
accomodate me until I wasable 
to buy a forty-acre piece of my 
own, 

“As soon as I owned these few 
acres the mail order houses 
began sending me cataloguges 
and gradually I began sending 
my loose change to them, let- 
ting my accounts stand in my 
home town where I had gotten 
my accomodation when I needed 
it. 

“We then had one of the 
thrifiest little villages in the 
States—good line of business in 
all the branches, merchant who 
were willing to help an honest 
fellow over bad year, and a 
town full of people who come 
twice a week to tade and _ visit. 
Our little cuntry town support- 
ed a library high school, band, 
ball team, and we had big cele- 


aS ver vo every yede. 

“A farm near a live town 
soon doubles in value, 1 sold} 
forty acres at a big advance and 
bought an eighty gradually add- 
ing to it until I had 200 acres 
of the best land in Iowa. I 
then felt no need. of asking 
favors, and found it easy to 
patronize the mail order agents 
that came almost weekly to our 
door, I regret to say that I 
was the first in the country to 
make up a neighborhood bill 
and sendit toa mail order house 
Though we got bit eve-y once in 
awhile, we gotin the habit of 
sending away for stuff, 
“Gradua ly our mechants les- 
sened their stock of goods—of 
lack of patronage. Finally we 
began to realize that when we 
needed a bolt quickly for mach- 
inery, or clothing for sickness 
or death, we had to wait and 
send away for it, which’ was’nt 
so pleasant. One byone merech- 
ants moved to places where 
they were appreciated, and men 
of less energy movedin. Grad- 
ually our town has gone down; 
our bussiness houses add ‘taeky’ 
in appearance, a number are 
empty, our shools, churchs and 
walks are going down, we bavall 
no band, no library nor ball 
team. There is no business 
donein the town, and, there- 
fore, no taxes to keep thing up. 
Hotel is closed for !ack of travel. 
Go down to the depot when the 
train pulls in and you will see 
the sequel in mail-order pack- 
ayes. 

“Nine years ago my farm 
was worth $195 an acre; to-day 
I have a hard matter to sell it 
at $167 an acre’ It is ‘to far 
from a live town’—so every 
farmer has said that wants to 
buy. He wants a place near 
schools and churches where his 
children can have advantages. 
I have awaken to thefact that in 
helping to pull the town down, 
it cost me $5,600 in nine years.” 
—New York Journal of.Com- 
merce.
